Suit for $50,000 damages against 
the Fageol Motors Co. is on and F. W. 
Schmidt, of Anaheim, agent for the 
Fageol company, is on file in the Or­ 
ange County courts today, the plain­ 
tiffs being the widow and children cf 
the late Charles H. Thayer, Anaheim 
rancher, whose death is said to have 
been due to the faulty construction 
of a tractor sold to bim by the Fa- 
goel company through Schmidt. 
Thayer met his death under the 
wheels of the tractor September 6. 
1919, when, it is alleged, the heavy 
machine gave a sudden lurch for­ 
ward, 
casting him 
to the ground. 
The complaint states that the motor 
was started by Jesse E. Thayer, son 
of the deceased, who had first put 
the gears of the tractor in a neutral 
position. 
The accident is said to have been 
due to the faulty construction, im­ 
perfection, defectiveness, unsafeness 
and inadequacy of the splined shaft 
and 
forward 
gear of the 
tractor 
which had caused the two to become 
solidly fast or frozen and causing 
the machine to lurch forward as 
soon as the motor wTas started. 
Thayer, who was standing near by, 
was unable to escape from the path 
of the moving machine which knock­ 
ed him over and crushed out his life. 
Damages are asked on the ground 
that the family has been deprived of 
the assistance, care, advice, labor 
and earnings of the deceased. 
The plaintiffs are Mrs. Hattie E. 
Thayer, the widow, Charles G. and 
J esse E. Thayer and Mrs. Bertha E.

One can always pick a beginner 
by the position he takes in the car 
He sits perfectly erect and desper­ 
ately grasps the wheel with both 
hands as though he expected it to 
be yanked out of the car the next 
minute. 
His course is more like 
that of a snake’s--and all the time 
the thought is passing through his 
mind, ‘T h e Lord only knows what 
would become of this car if I were 
not at the wheel.” 
As a m atter of fact, ho would get 
along much better if he would allow 
the car to take its course 
This 
sounds rather absurd, but when one 
considers for a moment, it is not 
so far wrong after all. 
Did you ever know of a car which 
had no looseness or lost motion in 
the steering wheel? 
No—there are 
no such cars built. 
Did you ever 
stop to think why? 
Did you imagine 
that it was impossible to make them 
tight, so the manufacturers let them 
go as best they could9 
Such is not 
the case. 
The lost motion is there 
for a purpose, and is the beginner’s 
greatest friend, if he would make 
use of it 
With 
very 
few 
exceptions, 
all 
roads are made with a slight crown 
—the center is higher 
than 
the 
edges—on 
wide roads, 
whore you 
[ must drive to one side of the center 
:One is always running along an end­ 
less slope, much the same as though 
>ou were on a pitch roof, running 
parallel to the ridge tops Naturally, 
in that case, you would expect the 
car to slide down off the roof and 
fall over the side 
That is just what 
happens, only on a smaller scale, 
when running along one of these 
roads. 
Now it is up to the beginner 
to tighten up on tile steering wheel 
just enough to overcome this ten­ 
dency to slide off 
It will he found 
to he a question of touch rather than 
of force. 
If the road becomes flat, or loses 
its crown, the little pressure which 
is being exerted to keep the car out 
of the right hand gutter will he too

this will require turning the wheel 
clockwise, or to the right 
But only 
turn 'h e wheel enough to take up 
the lost motion

but a very slight movement of the

In other words, steer the 
car by lockeying the lost motion, or 
“back lash."

Twenty-six 
years 
ago 
Elwood 
Haynes made known to the world 
his invention of what is claimed to 
be America’s first successful auto­ 
mobile. From a humble sta rt in the 
kitchen of the inventor’s little cot 
tage in Kokomo, Ind., the autom o­ 
bile industry has grown in twenty- 
six years by leaps and bounds to 
the third ranking industry in the 
United Stales. 
A short while atfer the car had 
been completed it was hauled out 
into the country near Kokomo and 
given Its first test. It moved oft at 
speed of seven miles an houh and 
was driven about one and one half 
miles into the country. 
It was the 
turned about and ran all the way 
into 
Kokomo 
without 
making a 
single stop. 
The sight of his first “horseless 
carlage” caused the good citizens of 
Kokomo to stop their noisy celebra 
tion of the Fourth 
and 
gaze with 
mingled skepticism and am azem ent 
at the phenomenon. 
Tho little car made a num ber of 
short trips thereafter, and each of 
them is replete with interesting and 
amusing incidents. 
‘‘On one of these first trips I met 
an old gentleman seated on a load 
,crated tomatoes,” narated 
Haynes 
I in a recent Interview. 
“ He was so 
interested and watched us so slosely 
til at when his horses began to shy 
lie dropped one line and with the 
other [lulled the team to one side 
and 
down 
a 
slight 
embankm ent, 
which caused the load to overturn. 
Luckily the ol I gentleman was un­ 
injured, but I settled with him then 
;and there for his damaged tomatoes 
and took his receipt in full. 
“I remember well when the little 
machine was unloaded for the Times 
Herald contest in 1895 at Bugleweed 
then a suburb of Chicago. 
I was rid­ 
ing down .Michigan avenue and had 
scarcely proceeded more than six or 
eight blocks when a policeman or­ 
dered me to leave the boulevard at 
ionce. 
I asked him what harm the 
machine would do to the boulevard 
since it was equipped with rubber 
tires and made hut little noise. 
He 
simply replied that it was ‘Orders, 
sir,’ so I could do nothing but obey.” 
Haynes introduced the use of alu­ 
minum into automobile engine con­ 
struction in 1895. 
A year later he 
used nickle steel in tile automobile 
for the first time. Other m etallurgi­ 
cal perfections followed in rapid suc­ 
cession 
The crowning success 
of 
H aynes’ achievements, and one that 
proved beyond doubt tile value of 
the motor car as a means of tran s­ 
portation, was the 1,000 mile trip 
from Kokomo to New 
York 
City. 
This was the first 1,000 mile auto- 
Imobile trip made in America.

Automobile Wheels Are 
Hardest Working Parts 


I he modern automobile wheel la 
among the hardest working parts of 
the car, and yet so well has it been 
perfected that it rarely gives trouble, 
and the average car owner is almost 
oblivious to anything except its bare 
existence 
And yet, strange as it 
may seem, it looks as if we were on 
the verge of some 
change 
in 
the 
wheel field, though it is not likely 
to be the complete revolution that 
some authorities seem to imagine. 
W heels at the present time in use 
may be divided 
into 
four 
major 
classes: Wood, wire, disk add steel 
spoke wheels. 
The latter 
type 
is 
practically confined to motor truck 
construction, but cannot be entirely 
neglected in any comprehensive view 
of the wheel situation. 
The predominating type of wheel 
at the present time 
is 
the 
wood 
wheel, made of second growth Amer­ 
ican hickory. There is no real cause 
of complaint against the service ren­ 
dered by this type of wheel, although 
many academnc flaws are picked in 
It by experts who favor other types. 
Until recently it was assumed that 
failure of the 
supply 
of 
second 
growth hickory 
wouid 
eventually 
compel our wheel m akers to switch 
to another type. 
Recent government 
forestry figures, however, 
seem 
to 
show that we have a supply of this 
wheel material sufficient to last for 
nome time. 
This being 
so, 
it 
is 
scarcely likely that any other type 
of wheel will oust the wooden wheel 
from its position of pre-eminence in 
she American motor car industry. 
While the wooden wheel Is gener­ 
ally efficient in service, occasionally 
tjjis type has been known to go to 
pieces under excessive strains. Wire 
wheel advocates claim that this can 
never happen with 
th^ir 
favorite 
type. 
The 
commonest 
failure 
of 
wooden whefels is the development 
of annoying squeaks. 
This trouble 
may be remedied by driving wooden 
wedges into the spiders where the 
spokes have become loosened. 
Car 
owners frequently neglect 
to 
give 
due attention to the hub bolts of their 
wooden wheels. 
These bolts 
pass 
through the wheel and hold the hub 


(plate in position. 
In the case of fhe 
rear wheels the hub bolts also hold 


I the brake drums, 
lf these bolts are 
! permitted to 
become loose, 
the 
wheel wily be thrown out of align­ 
ment. 
This will make driving diffi­ 
cult and inevitably tire wear will be 
enoromusly Increased. 
Next in 
popularity 
to 
wooden 


I wheels comes the wire type. Strange­ 
ly enough the wire wheel was the 
I original automobile wheel, 
but 
it 
was simply lifted bodily from the 
| bicycle and was quite inadequate to 
stand the strains of its new service. 


I Later considerable changes in de­ 
sign were effected 
and 
the 
wire 
wheel was made entirely practicable 
for the motor'-vehicle. 
In 
Europe, 
where no second growth hickory was 
available and no other wood efficient 


I for wheel construction at band, wire 
; wheels became standard 
and 
still 
are. 
Here in this country, with our 
supply of hickory, we 
early 
aban­ 
doned the crude wire wheels of the 
early days and switched to wood. 
As a m atter of fact the modern 
wire wheel has certain undoubted 
points of superiority over its wood 


i rival. 
The wire wheel is somewhat 
'stronger in resisting 
shocks 
than 


j even the best wood wheel. 
The lat­ 
ter, too. it is claimed, with continual 
'service becomes somewhat distorted. 
la condition that increases tire wear. 
I The wire wheel, supported at the 
rim by a greater num ber of spokes, 
is 
not 
liable 
to 
this 
distortion 
trouble. 
A further 
point 
of 
advantage 
claimed for the wire wheel is that 
the metal more easily dissipates the 
heat engendered by running. Wood 
is undoubtedly a poor heat conduc­ 
tor and steel is an excellent one. 
I The wire wheel never gives annoy­ 
e r '3 by developing squeaks. 
But 
the wire wheel demands a consider- 
jable amount of care to keep it in good 
(Condition. 
The enamel 
must 
be 
watched, and whenever it cracks off, 
as 
it 
does 
occasionally, the spot 
must be painted over, or else mois­ 
t u r e will cause rusting. 
This is par­ 
ticularly 
dangerous 
around 
the 
nipples where the spokes join the 


rim. 
W ire wheels must 
be 
kept 
'clean if they are to continue to be 
>an ornam ent to the car 
The mud 
'm u st be rigorously cleaned out from 
between the spokes after every run. 
Car owners 
using 
wire 
wheels 
should give these parts of the equip­ 
ment 
a thorough 
inspection 
once 
every three weeks or oftener to see 
that no spokes are loose or bent, and 
that, no rust has formed around the 
nipples.

even lighter than wood, and stronger, 
and their heat radiating qualities are 
| better. 
In appearance these wheels 
are just the same as our familiar 
I artillery type wooden wheels. 
It is 
not. impossible that the steel spoke 
wheel may be the type of the future. 
There are certain details of care 
'which must be given alike to all 
I types of wheels. 
Every wheel runs 
Ion a bearing, and this m ust be kept 
i packed with grease. 
Once a month 
each wheel on the 
car 
should 
be 
jacked up and turned to see that it 
moves freely. 
At the sam e time the 
spokes a t top and bottom should be 
'grasped and the wheel be pushed 
iand pulled to see whether excessive 
| play has developed. 
W ear 
in 
the 
; bearings or hub 
may 
cause 
this 
trouble. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
wooden 
I wheels, distortion of the wheel some­ 
tim e s makes it difficult to mount tho 
rim. or the rim may get out of shape 
and the same trouble will result. 
When this occurs, it is an easy mat­ 
t e r to force the rim into place by 
placing the jack against the hub and 
t h e troublesome place in the rim. Oc­ 
casionally the rims creep a little, so 
t h a t the valve stems are bent or even 
broken off 
This may be caused by 
| loose lugs or by a distorted rim or 
bv a rim with worn shoulders. 


Nothing in the business world has 
been more remarkable to me than 
the unparalleled advance of the au­ 
tomobile, especially in the last few 
years.

But modern automobile engi­ 
neers have pta< Ut ally overcome the 
pyice increase with improved mot 
ors. and better carburetion has liter 
ally put power and added 
mileage 
into the present low-test gas.

What is the difference between reboring and 
regrinding of cylinders on internal combus­ 
tion engines? 


Regrinding has previously been explained to 
you through the columns of this paper, and 
while it may not h a v e been clear to you, it 
was clear enough to suit the purpose. 


Boring 
and 
reaming 
are 
two 
operations 
which have been erroneously classed togeth­ 
er as being practically the same, when in 
reality they differ as widely as does boring 
and grinding. 


Reaming of cylinders is done with a large 
tool in the same manner and with the same 
design of a tool as is done with a small ream­ 
er in a bronze bushing or any metal which is 
softer than the reamer. 


Boring of cylinders is done on a special ma­ 
chine designed for the boring of cylinders 


o n ly— an internal lathe as it were. 


There are internal 
grinders and external 
grinders. 


The external holing machine, or in other 
words, our mutual friend the COMMON OR 
UNCOMMON LATHE. IS the m achine you 
think of when you wish to get dow n to the 
.OOI part of an inch on your work. 
A cylinder boring machine is nothing more or 
less than an internal lathe and cuts or bores 
in the same manner and after the same prin­ 
cipal as the ordinary lathe; the cutting agent 
being a tool of highly carbonized tool steel, 
honed to a razor-like edge. 
In the boring of cylinder blocks, the head or 
base, which ever the case may be (rem ov­ 
able oi closed head) is bolted to the face 
plate of the boring machine and is centered 
with the boring bar by means of a cone select­ 
ed corresponding to the size of the cylinder 
to be bored. 
The block is then clam ped on 
securely and the centering cone removed and 
replaced with the cutter head. 
The cutting 
tool in this head is then set by a micrometer 
adjustment to what ever is necessary to clean 
up the hole, and the machine is then set in 
motion and runs at the rate of from 19 to 25 
revolutions per minute. 
If the hole is not 
cleaned up at all points with the first cut, the 
operation is repeated with the tool set a little 
deeper, taking out anywhere from 3 to IO 
ten-thousandths at a cut. 
The first opera­ 
tion is done with a roughing tool, and when 
the hole has been sufficiently cleaned with the 


roughing tool it is removed and a finishing 
tool installed in its place and the feed of the 
machine reduced, thus causing the finishing 
tool to overlap its course several times and 
lea ves the surface perfectly smooth as far as 
can be Seen with the naked eye. 


After the tools are once set to the proper 
depth required to clean up the worst hole in 
the block they are not changed and the other 
holes rn the block are bored to the same siie, 
a fact which will be readily appreciated by 
the average man. 


The boring bar in our machine, which is ab­ 
solutely true with the face plate, is a solid 
bar of steel three inches in diameter and is 
held rigidly in place by two bearings. 
The 
front bearing being eight and three-eighths 
inches long and the rear bearing being six 
and seven-eighths inches long, this making a 
total of fifteen and one-fourth inches of bear­ 
ing surface. 


laking into consideration that the average 
stroke of motors is from 9 to 12 inches it is 
readily seen that the machine therefore has 
ample bearing surface. 


I he rigid construction of this machine is such 
that it is impossible for the cutting tool to 
spring away from hard spots or dig in at soft 
spots, and in view of the fact that tile cutting 
tool is only cutting out a few thousandths at 
a time, you can readily realize that with a 
three inch bar in a I 5 inch bearing it is prac­ 
tically impossible for the tool to spring away 
or dig in even if hard and soft spots did exist 
rn the cylinder wall. 


We have recently had experience in whoring 
cylinders that had been badly broken and 
required considerable welding and this ex­ 
perience was such that we do not hesitate to 
take a welded job and fee! confident of the 
results. 


To sum the whole thing up, the surface of the 
cylinder wall left by our reboring machine is 
all that could be desired by the most exac t­ 
ing mechanic.

The engine of a car can he m is­ 
treated frequently before it begins 
to complain, but the finish can be 
mistreated once or twice— then there 
i3 no finish left 
to 
m istreat. 
The 
lack of washing and the essential 
knowledge of not knowing 
how 
to 
wash a car will go far toward ruin­ 
ing the appearance. 
The varnish of 
a new car is benefited and hardened 
by washing with clear, cold water, 
but mud that is allowed to dry upon 
the body takes the 
oil 
from 
the 
varnish and leaves the finish mottled 
and streaky. 
Dirt is not the only 
enemy, for gases from the garage 
and even the atmosphere 
of 
some 
towns attack the finish 
of 
the 
car 
; that is not frequently washed. 
Begin by cleaning the top. 
Take 
1 a good stiff brush and remove the 
I dust, then either sponge it or use 
a soft cloth with warm w ater and 
pure soap. 
A chamois kept especial- 
| Iv for the purpose will tend to hasten 
the drying, and the top m ust not be 
folded until it is thoroughly dry. 
The 
upholstery, if cloth, is best 
cleaned by sponging with w ater con­ 
taining a little salt and alcohol, 
lf! 
of leather, a woolen cloth dipped in 
clear water to which a few drops of 
ammonia has been added is best. 
I 
In cleaning the body be sure to re­ 
move the nozzle of the hose and flow 
the w ater over every part 
of 
the | 
body. 
Tills will serve to w ash off 
most of the dust and also loosen the 
mud. 
In cases where the car is very 
dirty it is best to do this and let it 
stand for a few minutes before going 
over again with the hose. Then take 
a soft sponge and fc.iow the hose 
over the body, 
lf certain portions 
are grease-spottad these should bo 
washed separately with pure w ater 
and castile soap— but except in this 
one instance soap of any kind should 
he avoided on the body. 
The road oil and grease that col-1 
lect on the running gear require dif-1 
ferent methods of removal and also 
other tools. 
Special 
brushes 
will 
get at the 
grease 
in 
inaccessible 
corners. 
In the case of the wheel 
hubs care should be used to prevent J 
water and grit working 
into

m any other things, including m ost 
prom inently rubber tires.

How many people

of glass? 
The story of its 
importance 
was 
told by an official of 
the 
largest! 
glass producer in 
America, 
while 
riding over the battlefields of France 
a month ago. 
"We never anticipated,’’ said this 
man, “ what a 
tremendous 
demand 
for glass would develop 
after 
the 
war. 
"In addition to the 
regular 
de­ 
mand for building purposes, the au­ 
tomobile industry, in response to the 
tremendous closed car demand, has 
placed a burden upon the glass pro­ 
ducers which it will be 
impossible' 
for them to meet for 
m onths 
to 
come. 
“Time was when we 
sold 
glass 
only to windshield 
m anufacturers, 
with only a small quantity going to 
the m akers of closed bodies. 
“The introduction 
of 
tho 
plate 
glass in the rear of the top of nearly 
all motor cars has created a demand 
w hich is enormous, while the effort 
to meet the demand for closed 
cars 
has absolutely swamped 
the 
glass 
makers.” 
This shortage of 
glass, 
coupled 
with the shortage of closed car hard­ 
wood, which is produced in compara­ 
tively small quantities by only a few 
companies, when combined writh

To overcome this 
circular effect it is necessary that 
the spark is always more advanced 
than it correctly should be
